Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14.

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to disclose and/or teach a work piece wrapping apparatus that 
comprises, among other things, a pair of delivery guides, a transit aperture 
provided between the pair of delivery guides, and a spreading guide provided on a 
periphery surface of the transit aperture on a surface of each of the pair of 
delivery guides facing to the rear in a transporting direction of the work piece of 
the delivery guide device, and whose center area in the transverse direction of the 
work piece protrudes toward the rear in the transporting direction of the work 
piece so as to gradually spread the wrapping sheet out from a center area in the 
transverse direction of the work piece towards both edges thereof with the work 
piece advances through the transit aperture.
